IN THE CLAIMS 

A CLEAN COPY OF AMENDED CLAIMS IS PROVIDED AT THE END OF THE 
AMENDMENT in compliance with 37 C.F.FL 1.121 

1. An ink jet receiving sheet conqjrising a support and at least an ink receiving 
layer containing a binder selected fi-om the group consisting of gelatin and gelatin 
derivatives, characterized in that said receiving layer conq)rises at least a salt of a metal 
selected fi-om the IIA or IIB groups of the periodic table of elements or concqplexes which 
comprise said metal salts and in that said receiving sheet has a surfece pH value lower than 
5.0. 

2. The ink jet receiving sheet according to claim 1, characterized in that said 
receiving layers totally conoprise a gelatin amount ranging from 1 to 20 g/m^. 



3. The ink jet receiving sheet according to claim 1, characterized in that said 
metal is selected from the group consisting of calcium, magnesium, zinc and bariunL
